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253 PERSONS KILLED 
IN DAY AND HALF OF 
THREE-DAY HOLIDAY 


CHICAGO, July 5 (AP) — The 
national Fourth of July weekend 
death toll reached 253 today with 
a day and a half of the holiday 
period yet remaining. 

Drownings led as the cause of 
death, with 103 persons losing their 
lives that way as record crowds 
packed resorts, beaches and picnic 
grounds. Ninety-eight persons 
died’ in automobile crashes. Mis- 
cellaneous accidents took 48 lives 
several of them in plane crashes. 
Only four fatalities resulted from 
fireworks. 

An explosion of skyrockets at 
a family reunion in Elk Neck, 
Md., cost the lives of three per- 
sons, William Cameron, 33 years 
old, his daughter, Ann, 8, and 
her cousin Ruth Anne Holmes, 
2. Another death was caused by 
fi-eworks in Maine. 

Highways across the country 
were crowded with cars and the 
National Safety Council, in es- 
timating 30,000,000 machines 
would be on the highways over 
the three-day holiday, predicted 
275 persons would be killed in 
traffic accidents. 

In last year’s four-day week- 
end Fourth of July holiday there 
were 512 violent deaths, including 
231 traffic fatalities; 163 drowned, 
and 118 killed in miscellaneous 
accidents. 

New York led the nation with 
18 deaths, five in traffic, nine 
from drowning, and four from 
miscellaneous causes. Texas was 
second with 16 deaths, and Penn- 
sylvania and Michigan third with 
13. 

Missouri reported two fatalities, 
one in an outstate traffic acci- 
dent and one a drowning. There 
were 10 fatalities in Illinois, 
eight in traffic, one drowning

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 
5. (AP)—President Truman today 
awaited world reaction to his In- 
dependence day address denounc- 


ing as “folly” Russia's stand 
against a proposal for a joint Eu- 
ropean recovery plan. 

Close associates said they be- 
lieve Truman clings to the hope 
that the Soviet Union may yet de- 
cide to go along with the sug- 
gestion by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall despite the 
breakup of a preliminary confer- 
ence. in Paris. 

Speaking to a holiday crowd at 
Monticello, the home of Thomas 
Jefferson, Truman. yesterday 
sharply denounced Russia’s argu- 
ment that the Marshall plan would 
mean the surrender of self-de- 
termination for nations of Europe. 
« “Certain nations are withhold- 
ing their support of reconstruc- 
tion plans on the ground that 
this would mean interference by 
some nations in the internal at- 
fairs of others,” he said, = 

“This is as fallacious as the re- 
fusal of a man to enter a profit- 
able business partnership on the 
ground that it would involve in- 
terference in his private affairs.” 

He did not mention Russia by 
name, but the target of his re- 
marks was obvious. 

Urges End of Mistrust. 

He called for an end to “organ- 
ized mistrust” which he said leads 
the world’s people away from 
“peace and unity.” 

He said there should be no more 
“propaganda attacks upon other 
nations” and suggested that after 
two world wars all countries 
should appreciate “the folly of a 
nationalism so extreme as to block 
economic planning among nations 
for peaceful reconstruction.” 

The President declared the co- 
operation “of all nations” is nec- 
essary for reconstruction and the 
production and exchange of 
goods. 

The first requisite of peace, he 
said, is “common adherence to the

Former Monarch Sobs at 
Ceremony — Woman 
for Whom He Once 

Gave Up Rights to 
Throne ‘Gravely Ill.’

RIO DE JANBIRO, July 5 (UP) 
-—Former King Carol of Romania 
and Magda Lupescu, the 
haired mistress who once caused 
him to give up his rights to the 
throne, were married yesterday as 
she lay gravely ill, it was dis- 
closed today. 

Carol sobbed as he and a few 
intimate friends gathéred at the 
bedside of Magda, a modern-day 
Madame Pompadour who was 
credited with wielding consider- 
able power in the Balkans in her 
time. 

The daughter of a Romanian 
junk dealer, she was suffering 
from chronic anemia and phy- 
sicians feared she was dying. 

The civil ceremony was  per- 
formed in the couple’s modestly 
furnished suite in the Hotel Co- 
pacabana, Rio’s swankiest. It 
climaxed a romance which ex- 
tended: over 23 years, and caused 
Carol to renounce his rights to 
the throne, then win back power 
in a coup d'etat, only to lose out 
again as the Nazis took over, 


Wielded Political Influence. 

Magda by this time had solidi- 
fied her position and despite con- 
stant threats against her life, be- 
gan to wield political influence. 

Romania’s peasants R}amed her 
for the nation’s high tax rate, 
Romanian nationalists constantly 
campaigned against her. 

“As’ long as Mme. Lupescu re- 
mains in Romania,” a Romanian 
Premier once remarked, “nobody 
will be able to accomplish any- 
thing good.” 

The rise of Nazism removed her 
and Carol from Europe early in 
the war when he abdicated. He 
surrendered power to Gen. Ion 
Antonescu, left his young son 
Mihai as titular head of the na- 
tion, packed up an _ undisclosed

‘Why Split the World on 
Ideology?’ Foreign Sec-

LONDON, July 5 (AP)—British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 


discussing Britain’s desire for 
peace, warned Russia last night 
against carrying provocations “too 
far.” 

In an address before the Ameri- 
can Society, he said that “a lot 
of our friends in the world seem 
to think that the British obses- 
sion for peace entitles them to 
make provocations. 

“They must not be surprised— 
and indeed the evidence of the 
last two struggles indicates—that 
you can carry provocation too far. 

“The people will one day Say, 
‘We are tired of this.’ There comes 
a moment when we say, ‘We have 
had enough.’ 

“T say to my friends, ‘Don’t pro- 
voke the situation.’” 

“I love the Russian people,” 
Bevin continued in his address 
commemorating the American In- 
dependence day. “The ordinary 
man and woman of the world 
wants peace. Why split the world 
on some ideology, or such things 
as material determinism or Chris- 
tian religion? 

“America and Britain will con- 
tinue to think alike. I beg of the 
great American continent to go on 
with its great mission. You can 
organize materialistic determinism 
because you can reduce it to a 
science and get people to obey.

London's diplomatic observers 
said they expected at least 12 
countries to reply favorably, 
Among those that probably wfll 
not, they said, are Yugoslavia, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Finland— 
all under Soviet influence. Offi- 
Cial attitudes of Czechoslovakia 
and Poland were in the making 
today. 

Two Czechoslovak officials — 
Premier Klement Gottwald. Com- 
munist, and his Foreign Minister, 
Jan Masaryk—headed for Moscow 
after discussions in Prague par- 
liamentary circles yesterday. 

On the train with them was 
Polish Premier Josef Cyrankie- 
wicz and nine ministers, home 
ward bound for Warsaw and a 
Polish decision on the conference. 
Poland and Czechoslovakia signed 
a cultural and trade treaty in 
Prague yesterday. 

(The United Press said Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland indicated they 
may join in the Paris conference. 
It quoted a top-ranking Czech 
spokesman as saying the Czecho- 
slovak cabinet “generally accept- 
ed” participation in the confer- 
ence, but would defer formal ac- 
tion until Monday or Tuesday. 
The dispatch said Gottwald and 
Masaryk undoubtedly would dis 
cuss with Soviet leaders Czecho- 
slovakia’s role in the East-West 
economic split.

To the extent that “any nation 
falla behind” in that program, he 
gaid, “to that extent will urgent 
needs for food, clothing and shel- 
ter remain unfulfilled.” 

This country, he said, “learned 
at staggering cost” from World 
War II “that the nations of the 
world cannot live in peace and 
prosperity if, at the same time, 
they try to live in isolation.” 

“We have learned that nations 
are inter-dependent, and that rec- 
ognition of our dependence upon 
one another is essential to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness of all mankind,” he added. 

Truman said, “of course we can- 

not expect all nations with differ- 
ent histories, institutions and eco- 
nomic conditions to agree at once 
upon common ideals and policies,” 
but: 
* “It ts not too much to expect 
that all nations should create each 
within its own borders the requli- 
sites for the growth of world-wide 
harmony.” 

Truman said another requisite 
for peace is for “all nations and 
all peoples” to “break down the 
artificial barriers that separate 
them.” 

He appealed for “a free flow 
of knowledge and ideas that 
alone can lead to a harmonious 
world” and added: “Unfortun- 
ately a number of countries 
maintain barriers against the 
flow of information and ideas 
into, or out of, their territories.” 

He said some of them, “behind 
barriers of their own creation,” 
give their citizens “carefully se- 
lected or distorted versions of 
the facts about other countries.” 

Following the address, Truman 
laid a wreath on the nearby 
tomb of Jefferson and visited 
the University of Virginia, where 
he lunched at the Colonnade 
Club as guest of President Colgate 
W. Darden, former governor, and 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr., former 
Secretary of State, now rector 
of the University. 

The. President was introduced 
by Frank K. Houston, president 
of the Thomas Jefferson Memor- 
ial Foundation, a former St. 
Louisan, Houston was associated 
with banks in St. Louis from 
1914 to 1920, being a vice presi- 
dent of the First National Bank 
at the time he left.

WOMEN'S AR SPEED

Miss Marge Hurlburt Dies in 
Crash at Holiday Show

‘DECORAH, Ia., July 56 (AP)— 
In her first appearance with a 
troupe of stunt flyers, Miss Marge 
Hurlburt, holder of the women’s 
international air speed record, was 
killed yesterday when performing 
in a Fourth of July air show here. 
About 2500 spectators witnessed 
the crash in a corn field at a cor- 
ner of the airport. 

The 32-year-old Painsville (Q) 
woman, who had joined the aerial 
circus troupe known as the Flying 
Tigers three days ago, was flying 
a borrowed A-T-6. She had cir- 
cled the airport, buzzed the field 
and completed a loop, 

She was executing what ap- 
peared to be a slow roll when her 
plane diyed into the field. Her 
body was found in the smashed 
ship, which did not burn. . 
Miss Hurlburt was flying a bor- 
rowed plane because her own 
plane had been damaged by a stu- 
dent pilot at Battle Creek, Mich., 
earlier this week. 

The former WASP (Women’s 
Airforce Service Pilots) set a 
new international speed record for 
women at 337.635 miles ‘an hour 
last March 16 at Tampa, Fia., 
while flying a Navy Corsair over 
a three-kilometer course. 

Miss Hurlburt, who taught 
school in Ohio for several years, 
was entered in the $5000 Halle 
trophy race to be held at the Na- 
tional Air Races in Cleveland, 
Aug. 30. She won that event last 
year at a speed of 200.5 miles an 
hour, 

She had planned also to join 
with two other women flyers in 
building three small planes for 
entry in the Goodyear trophy race 
at the National Air Races this 
year, a special contest limited to 
planes of 190 cubic inches engine 
displacement. This contest is for 
men flyers and the women owners 
had not yet named their pilots.

WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
Republican leaders said yester- 
day that enactment of a _ six- 
point loyalty standard for fed- 
eral employes was almost cer- 
tain before Congress adjourns at 
the end of this month. 

Among other things, the mea- 
sure is designed to winnow out 
federal employes maintaining 
even “sympathetic association” 
with any Communist, Fascist, to- 
talitarian or subversive group in 
this country or abroad. 

It is designed, also to prevent 

leaks in confidential government 
information, 
. With only three weeks to go 
before the scheduled July 26 ad- 
journment, G.O.P, leaders gave 
the measure top priority rating 
for Congressional action next 
weel:, along with bills for unifi- 
cation of the armed forces and 
the rejuvenated four-billion-dollar 
tax cut. 

House passage of the loyalty 
bill is expected next week. It then 
will go to the Senate. 

The loyalty standard was set 
up recently by President Tru- 
man in an executive order es- 
tablishing a loyalty committee to 
check on the Americanism of 
Government workers. The House 
Ci i' Service Committee, however, 
decided that a law is needed. 
The proposed loyalty. board, in 
determining whether an employe 
or applicant for a federal job 
should be in Government service, 
would be instructed to consider 
the individual's record on these 
six points: 

1, Sabotage, espionage, or at- 
tempts or preparations therefor, 
or knowingly associating with 
sples or saboteurs. 

2. Treason or sedition or ad- 
vocacy thereof. 

3. Advocacy for revolution by 
force or violence to alter the 
constitutional form of Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

4. Intentional, unauthorized dis- 
closure to any person, under 
circumstances which may indi- 
cate disloyalty to the United 
States, of documents or informa- 
tion of a confidential or non- 
public character obtained by the 
employe making the disclosure as 
a result of his employment in or 
under the executive branch of 
the Government. 

5. Performing or attempting to 
perform his duties as an em- 
ploye, or otherwise acting, so as 
to serve the interests of another 
government in preference to the 
interests of the United States. 
6. Membership in, affiliation 
with, or sympathetic association 
with, any foreign or domestic 
organization, association, move- 
ment, group, or combination of 
persons, designated by the At- 
torney General as totalitarian, 
Fascist, Communist, or subver- 
sive, or as having adopted a pol- 
icy of advocating or approving 
the commission of acts of force 
or violence to deny other per- 
sons their rights under the Con- 
stitution of the United States, or 
as seeking to alter the form of 
Government of the United States 
by unconstitutional means.

JPEACE OR WAR 
LARGELY UP TOUS, 
SAYS EISENHOWER 


No ‘Peaks So Rich or 
Strong They Can Live 
Alone, He Tells Vicks- 


burg Audience, 


VICKSBURG, Miss, July 5 
(UP) — Unless the United States 
helps plan and build for peace, 
there may be a third world war, 
Army Chief of Staff Eisenhower 
said yesterday. 

Speaking from the Warren 
county court house steps in this 
heart of the old Confederacy, he 


told an Independence day celebra- 
tion that either the nations of 
the world work together for the 
common. good, “or one by one 
they will perish; slowly, in with- 
ering decay; or quickly under the 
impact of total war, as is more 
likely the way of the future.” 

The day was a double anniver- 
sary for the people of Vicksburg 
and Mississippi, a fact which Gen. 
Eisenhower underscored with stir- 
ring tribute to the Confederate 
armies. Eighty-four years ago 
yesterday a southern army was 
smashed in the battle of Vicks- 
burg. / 

U.S. Divided and Reunited. 


From that defeat Gen, Eisen- 
hower drew a simple symbol — 
that even though the Confeder- 
acy had been bitter in defeat, thé 
nation later was reunited to beat 
down the tyrannies of the Kaisers, 
the Mikados and the Hitlers. 

“United ourselves,” he said, “we. 
now seek to unite a world lately 
released from the agony of global 
war and still divided by economic, 
social and ideological differences. 
We see that, unless the United 
States helps plan and build for 
peace, humanity may suffer the 
Golgotha of a third world war. 

“A nation’s success in war and 
peace demands participation in 
the community of nations. Just 
as the Confederacy could not 
stand alone, there is jtoday no 
people so rich in resources, 80 
stout in action, that they can live 
alone and by themselves achieve 
richness of human life. 

“More than thé, no nation can 
in the absolute sense attain by it- 
self even physical security. 


Relative Security in Strength, 


“Present facts, however, and 
the possibility of insane attack on 
those who work for peace cannot 
be ignored, We do not dare, now, 
to neglect the relative security 
that resides in  strength—mili- 
tary, moral and economic 
strength, 

“Until all others are ready, 
with us, to substitute the council 
table for the battlefield, we must 
parallel and support our efforts 
toward world stability with a 
unified purpose to guard our- 
selves well and to maintain an 
effective strength that compels 
respect for our peaceful intent. 

“But this can not be our final 
goal. Fear of war and its con- 
sequences impedes spiritual and 
material progress and, at the 
least, compels vast diversions of 
our toil and sweat to unproduc- 
tive processes.” 

He said that in an _  interde- 
pendent world, the ultimate good 
of any part can be attained only 
with full regard to fits relationship 
with the whole, and he added; 

“Leadership toward the goal of 
international co-operation is part- 
ly a matter of convincing others 
that their self-interest points in 
that direction, Tangible proofs 
are being offered to the world of 
the sincerity of our own convic- 
tions.”

Much Learned From Axis. 


We have learned much in the 
last 15 years from Germany, Italy 
and Japan about the intimate re- 
lationship of dictatorship, aggres- 
sion, and the loss of human rights. 
The problem of protecting human 
rights has been recognized in the 
Charter of the United Nations, and 
a commission is studying the sub- 
ject at this time. 


No country has yet reached the 
absolute in protecting human 
rights. In all countries, certainly 
including our own, there is much 
to be accomplished. The mainte- 
nance of peace will depend to an 
important degree upon the prog- 
gress that is made within nations 
and by the United Nations in pro- 


The third requiiste of peace is 
the free and full exchange of 
knowledge, ideas and information 
among the peoples of the earth, 
and maximum freedom in interna- 
tional travel and communication. 

Jefferson well understood this 
principle. On one occasion he said, 
“if a nation expects to be ignorant 
and free in a state of peace, it 
expects what never was and never 
will be.” Today, we can para- 


phrase these words in interna- 
tional terms as follows: “If the 
nations of the world expect to 
‘live in ignorance and suspicion of 
each other in a state of peace, 
they expect what never was and 
never will be.” 


Support for U.N. Agency. 


Many members of the United 


now support the United Nations 
educational, scientific and cultural 
organization for the purpose of| 
promoting the free exchange of 
ideas and information among the 
peoples of the earth. In the pre-

These activities of organized 
mistrust lead the people away 
from peace and unity. They are 
a far cry from contributing to 
the full and free exchange of) 
knowledge and ideas which we 
need if we are to have a peaceful | 
world. 

The first step to end ignorance) 
and suspicion would be to stop 
propaganda attacks upon other | 
nations. The second step would | 
be to let down the barriers to 
information, ideas and travel, The. 
final step would be to co-operate | 
with other nations who are so 
earnestly endeavoring to increase 
friendly understanding among 
men,

Europe and Asia, on the other 
hend, have been devastated by 
war, and with insufficient funds 
and materials are struggling des- 
perately with mountainous prob- 
lems of reconstruction. In _ this 
situation the economic and finan- 
cial policies maintained by the 
United States are of crucial im- 
portance, 


We have contributed nearly 20 
billion dollars since the war to 
world relief, reconstruction and 
stabilization. We have taken the 
lead in the establishment of the 
world bank and the world stabili- 
zation fund, We have co-operated 
fully in the work of the economic 
and social council of the United 
Nations. We have authorized aid 
to Greece and Turkey. We have 
made generous loans through our 
export-import bank. And we have 
Suggested to European nations 
that further requests for Amer- 
ican aid should be on the basis 
of a sound plan for European re- 
construction. 

Our representatives are in Ge- 
neva negotiating a series of tar- 
iff-reducing trade agreements. 
They are seeking agreement with 
other nations on the charter of 
an international trade organiza- 
tion designed to bring fairness and 
a spirit of co-operation into the 
trade relations of nations. 

Responsibilities Continuous, 


I believe that the United States 
is living up to its responsibilities 
for creating the economic condi- 
tions of peace, We must realize 
that these responsibilities are con- 
tinuous. Even the emergency as- 


| poate of the job are not yet behind 


one nation to live up to its re- 
sponsibilities for aiding recon- 
struction and for co-operating in 
the production and the exchange 
The co-operation of all 
nations is necessary if the job is 
to be done. To the extent that any 
nation falls behind, to that extent 
will urgent needs for food, cloth- 
ing and shelter remain unfilled, 


Yet, certain nations today are 
withholding their support of re- 
construction plans on the ground 
that this would mean interference 
by some nations in the internal 
affairs of others. This is as fal- 
lacious as the refusal of a man 
to enter a profitable business part- 
nership on the ground that it!

private affairs.

WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP)— 
Government ‘ob counters said yes- 
terday the 1947 employment peak 
almost surely would reach 59,300,- 
000, or 1,300,000 higher than ever 
before. 

Robert C. Goodwin, director of 
the Uaited States Employment 
Service, alse said in an interview 


that already unemployment has 
shrunk to what probably is the 
lowest point it could reach “in a 
free labor market.” : 

“And there is no evidence this 
situation will change in the imme- 


diate future,” he said. 

The Bureau of the Census report- 
ed 58,300,000 civilians were em- 
ployed in May, a new record. The 
1946 peak was about 58,000,000. 

“If seasonal employment follows 
its usual trend, there will be 
about 1,000,000 workers added to 
the May total to bring the 1947 
peak to 59,300,000,” Goodwin said. 
“This would be about 1,300,000 
higher than the previous record 
employment.” 

Explanations Given. 

Government officia’s admit that 
the size of this increase ‘“sur- 
prises” them, but they say there 

are three things to explain it: 

1. Manufacturing has been at 
a high level. 

2. There has been a high con- 
sumer demand. 

3. Exports probably will exceed 
even the wartime peak financed 
by lend-lease. 

“At present the exportation of 
American goods and services is 
playing a big part in the present 
high level of industrial activity,” 
Goodwin said. “How long this 
may continue nobody can say with 
accuracy.” 

The Department of Labor's bul- 
letin, “The Labor Market,” pre- 
dicts the 1947 exports of goods and 
services may total 20 billion dol- 
lars. 

The Census Bureau reports 
about 1,900,000 unemployed. This 
is the. smallest number recorded 
in peacetime. During the war the 
number of unemployed dropped to 
about 600,000. | ‘ 

“But 1,900,000 is just about as 
few unemployed es it is possible 
to have in peacetime,” Goodwin 
said. “This is because of the dif- 
ficulty of moving the unemployed 
from one region of diminishing 
employment to regions where they 
might find work.” 

Seasonal Workers. 

The additional 1,000,000 seasonal 
workers that are expected to be 
employed at the 1947 peak will be, 
for the most part, persons, such 
as students and housewives, who 
are not considered to be “in the 
labor market.” Therefore, their 
employment von't substantially 
reduce the 1,900,000 unemployment 
figure. ‘ 

Most of the seasonal workers 
will be employed in agriculture 
and the peak employment is ex- 
pected to come about September. 

If the 1947 peak is around 59,- 
300,000 employed, it will be about 
7,750,000 above the highest prewar 
figure, set in 1941, and about 
4,550,000 over the war peak for all 
civilian employment. 

There are now around 12,000,000 
war veterans who have found jobs. 

“The speed with which they 
found employment has been an- 
other pleasant surprise,” Goodwin 
said.

VANCOUVER, July 5 (AP) — 
The Iowa, largest battleship 
afloat, repulsed a hail of arrows 
shot by a canoe-load of Indians 
in war paint who later made a 
friendly Independence day gesture 
by presenting Capt. T. M. Stokers 
with a totem pole. 

The 53,000-ton Iowa, which 
leaves here next Monday after a 
five-day visit, was attacked yes, 
terday by Capilano Indians whose 
arrows bounced off the ship's 
steel flanks. The attackers later

“On Your Head Be It” 


The Independence Day speeches of President 
Truman, Foreign Secretary Bevin and Gen. Eis- 
enhower say to Russia in effect, “On your head 
be it.” 

In trying to find a mode of living with Rus- 
sia, America, Britain and France have shown 
forbearance and generosity. They persuaded 


- themselves, rightly or wrongly, that given the 


spirit of co-operation, democracy and Commu- 
nist dictatorship could live together in peace. 

But Russia has refused every overture. The 
most generous moves have met with suspicion. 
The record culminates with the Soviet rejection 
of the Marshall plan for reconstructing Europe, 
with accusations that the plan was imperialistic, 
and with warnings to the nations which dare 
risk Russia’s displeasure by joining in the project. 

So yesterday the British and American spokes- 
men used plain words. The Politburo must have 
smarted when it read President Truman's dec- 
laration that: 


The first requisite of peace among nations 
is common adherence to the principle that 
governments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed... . It is neces- 
sary, if we are to have peace, that the peo- 
ples of the earth know each other, trust each 
other, and move toward common ideals. 


These are the prerequisites of peace. But 
We find in Russia 
no consent of the governed. We find “bar- 
riers*to travel,” “carefully selected or distorted 
versions of the facts about other countries,” a 
broadcast “of distrust and scorn.” 

In the much blunter. language of a trade union 
boss, Mr. Bevin said, “‘They (the Russians) must 
not be surprised—and indeed the evidence of the 
last two struggles indjcates—that you can carry 
provocation too far. The people will one day 
say, ‘We are tired of this.” There comes a mo- 
ment when we say, ‘We have had enough.’ I 
say to my friends, ‘Don’t provoke the situation. 

Gen. Eisenhower pressed home the point that 
there is not now any real substitution of the 
council table for the battlefield. The United Na- 
tions might have become such a council table, 
but instead it remains a debating society, with 
any trouble-maker able to veto action. There- 
fore we must maintain the armed strength that 
compels respect for peaceful intent, . 

Congress should quit dallying and pass the 
universal military training bill. If we are in 
the full sense prepared to fight, there is less 
likelihood that we will have to do it. 

When national leaders talk as Mr. Truman 
and Mr. Bevin talked yesterday, it is folly not 
to be prepared to back the words by action. It 
is folly to speak loudly and carry a little stick. 
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On Sedition’s Trail in Illinois 

One of the dubious bills to come through the 
Illinois Legislature sets up a “little Dies Com- 
mittee” to investigate alleged seditious activi- 
ties within the state. A commission of 15 mem- 
bers—10 legislators and five commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Governor—is to be charged with 
subpenaing witnesses and records of persons and 
societies suspected of working toward the over- 
throw of the government. 


This is the sort of thing that state agencies do 


well to leave alone. They invariably go too far 
and in the end embarrass themselves. This was 
the experience of the Illinois Senate Committee 
which undertook to investigate the Americanism 
of Prof. Robert Morss Lovett of the University 
of Chicago who lost a son at Belleau Wood in 
World War I. That fiasco still haunts the mem- 
ory of Springfield. 

The one best protection against hunting ex- 
cesses by this new commission will be for Gov. 
Green to appoint citizens who will keep their 
hats on.straight. No public body is better—or 
worse—than its personnel. 
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In Fairness to Dial Subscribers 

After the recent telephone strike, it was an- 
nounced by the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. that persons having manual telephones would 
not be charged’ for service during the strike. 
This is so even though they had put through 
emergency calls. Dial subscribers, however, 
would be billed as usual. The dial system held 
up well and persons whose telephones were used 
wholly to reach other dial subscribers were not 
inconvenienced by the strike. 

But what of the dial subscribers who habitual- 
ly used their telephones to communicate with 
persons who have manual instruments? These 
form a special group who are entitled to special 
treatment. This the telephone company recog- 
nizes by considering individual complaints and 
making refunds when they seem meritorious. 
But no public announcement has been made of 
this aspect of the company’s policy. The result 
is that dial subscribers who take the trouble to 
put in a proper claim get refunds. Those who 
do not take the trouble are out of pocket. 

In all fairness to dial subscribers who were 
inconvenienced by the strike, and whose tele- 
phone service was actually impaired, the com- 
pany ought to come out into the open and offer 
refunds, It ought not to keep them in ignorance 
of the fact that it stands ready to grant refunds 
when claims are meritorious. No doubt such a 
public statement will produce a lot of unmeri- 
torious claims and cause the company a good 
deal of paperwork. But it’s the fair and square 
thing to do. 
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America’s Advertising Budget 

At the Senate’s initiative, the House finally 
accepted a $12,400,000 appropriation for the Gov- 
ernment’s foreign information program. The 
State Department had asked for $32,000,000. Of 
the amount allowed, only $6,387,250 is for the 
“Voice of America” broadcasts. Congress re- 
fused an additional $6,000,000 which would have 
increased the power of programs beamed toward 
Russia. : 

It seems highly questionable economy. In pro- 
portion to population and resources, other na- 
tions are spending far more on foreign infor- 
mation activities. The “Voice of America” is 
our sole hope of penetrating the iron curtain of 
Eastern European censorship. We are spending 
many times $12,400,000 to check Soviet aggres- 
sion through economic aid to distressed coun- 
tries. 

The United States is engaged in a tremendous 
and expensive campaign for the democratic way 
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of life, always in the conviction that it will also 
promote world peace. As a matter of sheer busi- 
ness judgment, it is foolish to stint the “adver- 
tising” budget. 
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The Forty-Ninth State? 


For the twenty-eighth time, the machinery has 
been set in motion in Congress to make Hawaii 
the forty-ninth state. The present effort has 
been the most successful so far because it has 
already won the approval of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and is now on its way to the Sen- 
ate for consideration. 

The case for Hawaiian statehood is fortified 
by the record. In 1935, a Congressional commit- 
tee after examination into the feasibility o 
Hawaiian: statehood recommended a plebiscite. 
That referendum, held four years later, showed 
the residents of the island 2-to-1 in favor. 

Last year, President Truman in his first state 
of the union message to Congress urged the leg- 
islators to accede promptly to the wishes of the 
people of the territory that Hawaii be admitted 
as a state. 

The Public Lands Committee of the House re- 
ports Hawaii is “a modern community of a half- 
million loyal American citizens.” Other official 
investigating groups have found the territory 
“a modern unit of the American Commonwealth, 
with a political, social and economic structure of 
the highest type.” 

On the mainland of the. United States, the op- 
position has been negligible. None opposed the 
prospect of Hawaiian statehood at the Public 
Lands Committee hearings. On the floor of the 
House in debate, some opponents questioned the 
Japanese or Chinese ancestry of many of the 
island's residents. But it was pointed out that 


‘ almost 90 per cent of the total half-million are 


already American citizens. é 

During the debate it was remarked that 
when territorial status was granted Hawaii in 
1900 the action presupposed Hawaii ultimately 
would become a state. Now, the proponents 
of statehood feel, the time for that transition 
has come. 

By acquisition of statehood, Hawaii will gain 
voices in both houses of Congress to replace its 
present form of representation, which precludes 
its delegate to the House of Representatives 
from voting. It will obtain also the right to 
elect its own Governor, now appointed by the 
President. 

The case has a moral point, too. For as the 
Public Lands Committee noted: .‘The granting 
of statehood to Hawaii at this time will be an 
actual demonstration of the purposes of the 
United States in granting self-determination to 
the peoples of the world.” - 
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New Name for the Big Muddy 


One of the more rambunctious tributaries of 
the Missouri is called the Republican River, but 
the mapmakers have been partial—there is no 
‘(Democratic River” in the whole gazetteer. i 

This oversight could be remedied by renam- 
ing the Missouri itself the “Democratic River.” 
It would be a reminder, every time the river 
goes on.a rampage, that the damage is attributa- 
ble to the Democratic Senators who, without op- 
position from the Democratic President, blocked 
the MVA. 
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Bringing Up the Rear 

Washington University’s decision to admit Ne- 
groes to its medical school is a cautious experi- 
ment. Nevertheless it is the school’s first break 
with segregation, and should eventually lead to 
opening the university to all students regardless 
of color. 

St. Louis University pioneered against racial 
discrimination on the campus in much the same 
careful way. But after admitting Negroes first 
on a restricted basis, St. Louis U. has for two 
years accepted students of every color in all its 
schools. 

So the two private universities in this city 
are far ahead of public policy in this state, The 
University of Missouri persists in keeping its 
doors shut to one group of Missourians while 
opening them to another. This discrimination 
has proved costly to taxpayers as well as un- 
just to many citizens. 

Is it not ironical that two universities endowed 


by private funds should practice democracy bet- 
. 


ter than the state itself? 
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For Open Car Prices 


Chevrolet dealers have taken a constructive- 


ly aggressive step by advertising their official . 


delivered prices on each model, with a caution 
against paying premiums to the ntushroom growth 
of new-car profiteers. Their act is refreshing, 
too, because it faces back toward the open- 
price policy followed by General Motors and its 
dealers for a short time before the war. 

The purpose in 1939 was to attack the com- 
mon practice of “packing” (marking up) new 
cars, offering extravagant amougts for trade-ins, 
and making unwary buyers thifk they were get- 
ting great bargains. The puypose in 1947 is to 
attack the shameful premium-price traffic in 
new cars, Which gouges the buying public and 
works against the interest of those factory-au- 
thorized dealers who shun profiteering. 

Open and aboveboard prices are efficient tools 
for either of these excellent purposes. We hope 
the Chevrolet dealers’ announcement marks a 
permanent policy that will spread throughout the 
industry. ' 
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Scared Hero 

Deputy Otis King was scared. Angry men 
shouted outside his jail at Carrollton, Ga. Some 
wore masks, some had blackened their faces. 
They didn’t want to reveal themselves to the 
law. 

In the jail with Otis was Eddie Brown, a Ne- 
gro, awaiting trial for the murder of a white 
man. The mob preferred to show him justice 
——Georgia homemade style. But Otis King was 
scared. So he called for help. “I kept calling 
for help,” he said, “and soon I had a good deal 
of it.” State police whisked Brown off to At- 
lanta and safety until trial. 

“I don’t want to kill anybody,” King called 
out to the mob, “but if a man comes inside this 
jail, he’s going to get shot, and shot dead.” The 
South needs more law officers who are scared 
like Otis King.

After six years overseas, traveling in 
Europe, the’Middle East and the Far East, 
I came home with the conviction that we 
must maintain a strong, dynamic America 
—strong in spirit and strong in material 
productivity. A busy, productive America 
is part of the good life for which veterans 
fought. A return to the old boom-and-bust 
cycle would be a blow against ourselves 
and a threat to our hopes for securing 
the peace which we have won. 


Those prophets of gloom who could see 
only vast unemployment ahead for us in 
1946 have been proved wrong; we have 
had our difficulties, but our level of em- 
ployment today is the highest in peacetime 
history. Yet there is no-sense in fooling 
ourselves. We are still in abnormal cir- 
cumstances. 


At present, the after-effects of war are 
still distorting our economy. It is unusual- 
ly difficult to see what is coming very far 
in advance. But there are two general 
points we can make, 


Some Distance to Go 


The first is that further economic ad- 
justment will continue to be necessary. An 
excess of demand for non-durable con- 
sumer goods such as food and clothing 
is gradually being reduced, but production 
still has some distance to go to catch up 
with our needs for durable consumer 
goods such as refrigerators and automo- 
biles, and a long way to go in the field of 
housing. 


We have still ahead of us the problem 
of keeping the volume of our commerce 
with the world at large and at the same 
time of putting it on a self-sustaining basis. 
We have still to complete the transition 
from a situation in which there is a gen- 
eral excess of demand in relation to pro- 
duction, to a balance between demand and 
production. 


These adjustments will cause declines 
in some lines of production, a shift and 
reduction in the pattern of inflationary 
price pressures, and will cause employment 
to fluctuate. The prophets of gloom will 
have a number of symptoms to which they 
can point with misgiving. 

However, the second thing which I feel 
we can say at the moment with assurance 
is that anothert big economic collapse in 
the United States is not inevitable. 


Little Complacency Now 


Psychologically, we are in a better posi- 
tion today for handling a possible recession 
than we were in the late 1920s, Our, com- 
placency in that period accentuated the 
disillusionment of the crash when it came. 


Today, in contrast, many people are in- 


‘telligently concerned about the future. 


The fact that we are giving thought to the 
possibility of a recession is in itself a re- 
assurance that the dangers are foreseen 
and provides hope that they can be avoid- 
ed, 


We now have an economy which is 
equipped with a number of built-in shock 
absorbers. Unemployment insurance, farm 
price supports, insured bank deposits, and 
the checks on stock market speculation 
are some of the devices that will afford 
us a measure of protection should another 
emergency arise. 


_low margin of profits, 


Obviously the first thing we can do in 
heading off a possible slump is to keep our 
prosperity from getting out of control. 
There are several steps we can take now 
to further strengthen our position. 


Labor, business and farmers’ can help 


_by working together to stimulate produc- 


tion in all lines, Business men can help 
by holding prices and lowering them as 
quickly as practicable—working on the 
principle of high-volume operation and 
Labor can help by 
the exercise of moderation in demands for 
wage-rate increases which necessitate 
price rises. Restraint at the moment must 
be our watchword. 


New Hope for Security 


Government, with the help of the major 
economic groups, can then render further 
assistance as a stabilizing influence. The 
level of federal, state, and local spending 
should be established with great care. We 
should be careful not to. expand our spend- 
ing for public works at a time when such 
action might cause further pressures for 
price increases in the construction field, 

Flexibility and responsibility in our tax 
policy should be maintained. We should 
be prepared to make adjustments in tax 
rates promptly as economic conditions 


change, and should refrain from adjust- 


ments that have only a popular and not 
an economic justification. 


If we succeed in stabilizing our economy, 
we will create an environment in which 
people around the world will have a bright- 
er hope for security and rising standards 
of living. 


The trend in many parts of the world Is 
toward socialization. Our example will en- 
courage them to retain a maximum of free 
enterprise rather than experiment further 
with nationalization in their search for 
stability. 


A Responsibility Grows 


The world in its present hardships has 
looked to the United States for food and 
relief supplies which have so desperately 
been needed. As reconstruction progresses, 
other countries will look to us more and 
more for the export of capital equipment, 
investment funds and technical know-how. 


To take full advantage of our opportuni- 
ties abroad, however, we will have to make 
it possible for other countries to pay for 
the goods they receive and to service the 
loans which we extend to them. In the long 
run, they will be able to do so only if we 
expand our imports and permit them to pay 
us with the fruits of their labor. Expand- 
ing world commerce will be of great bene- 
fit, but it must be a two-way street. 


We Americans can, if we work together, 
maintain and raise our standard of living, 
and we can remove the blight of economic 
insecurity from dur own country. In so do- 
ing, .we will set an example for the rest 
of the world that will establish the un- 
challenged superiority of our way of life. 

As we work for our own prosperity, we 
will also be working for peace.

Here are the stories of two midwestern 
lawyers, one who gave up law to enter poli- 
tics, the other, who remained all of his 
life a country lawyer. 

Walter Meyers, longtime Democratic poli- 
ticlan, now Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General, writes a fascinating story of a 
fighting public servant. From a warm por- 
trayal of youth's hopes and hazards of 
young love and courtship, the reader is 
cafried into a.keen analysis of the great | 
American game of politics—from Roosevelt 
to Roosevelt, as seen by the lawyer whose 
brillant counsel to a bigwig earned him 
the grateful sobriquet of “Guv.” 

Here are the convention halls afd the 
smoke-filled rooms where Presidents are 
made. Bosses, fixers and ward-heelers are 
part of the diving scene. Through the “Guv” 
one participates in the courtroom battles 
of little citizens and great trusts, of smart 
lawyers and smarter ones, of the drys vs. 
the people, and of the people vs. Ku Klux 
Klan. 

Nothing is spared in revealing the inside 
stuff of party machinery, on legal maneu- 
vering, and on what it takes to get along 
in politics. But through it all, the reader 
is aware of the humble origin of the 
“Guv,” that happy warrior of the grass 
roots.

Sam Jones was a “character,” the kind 
of man who epitomizes an age and a region. 
He was country lawyer in a small commu- 
nity of the “boom or bust” period in Kan- 
sas, from the late '80s into the early 0s 


* and on until 1922, William E. Borah had 


a law office in Lyons, Kan., in the ‘80s, 
but he left to seek greener fields. Sam 
Jones had a law office there too, but he 
stayed on—and what an uproarious time he 
had. 

Shrewd and indefatigable, he could skin 
a “big city” lawyer and nail his hide to 
the side of a Kansas barn when circum- 
stances demanded it. To win a case, he 
once memorized texts on physiology and 
contagious diseases so thoroughly that op- 
posing medical witnesses were thrown into 
confusion. 

He helped honest doctors and exposed 
quacks. He battled for the beliefs of the 
Catholics, prayed with the Methodists, and 
talked religion with clergymen of all sects, 
but he belonged to no local church. He 
could be harsh with wrongdoers, but he 
could be tender and thoughtful, as when he 
helped his sick and tearful little daughter 
make doll dresses. 

Sam Jones tried eases and argued with 
honest courts and judges and defied the 
dishonest ones. He hated hypocrites and 
loved children, and he helped widows and 
orphans. He gave legal, medical, moral 
and spiritual advice. Above al] he was a 
country lawyer of the old school who knew 
the people of his town as no one else knew 
them, and acted accordingly.

A Startling Contrast. 


Heavy rainfall in the Tennesse 
valley in 1945 and '46 would al- 
most certainly have brought major 
flood damage at such vulnerable 
points as Chattanooga if it had 
not been for TVA’s dams and con- 
servation system. Here is an ex- 
ample of constructive effort that 
stands out in startling contrast to 
the disaster in the Mississippi val- 
ley—a disaster that will cost at 
least $100,000,000 quite apart from 
the soil loss.

Otherwise, another race of 
Neanderthals evolving through 
eons some day will discover skulls 
of the strange creatures now 
called “homo sapiens.” 

The United Nations world—the 
world of negations—has to give 
way to a great yes to life, The 
Soviet people and all others must 
be told that governments’ repeated 
emphasis on “sovereign rights” is 
blithering nonsense, as well as a 
hypocritical tactic. 

Furthermore, our leaders must 
know that no one can be elected 
president in 1948 who does not 
take an unequivocal stand for us- 
ing every ounce of American pow- 
er for the abolition of the sover- 
eign “right” to keep war-making 
powers.

The Jewish case before the com- 
mittee was opened yesterday by 
representatives of the official Jew- 
ish agency — David Ben-Gurion, 
chairman of the agency executive, 
Rabbi Yehuda Fishman and Econ- 
omist David Horowitz, 

“Only by establishing Palestine 
as a Jewish state,” Ben-Gurion 
told the committee in a hearing at 
the Y.M.C.A., “Can the true objec- 
tives—immigration and statehood 
for Jews, economic development 
and social progress for Arabs—be 
accomplished.” ' 

He urged that the White Paper 
limiting immigration of and land 
sales to Jews be abolished at once, 
a Jewish state established and a‘ 
Jewish-Arab alliance promoted, 

Hint on Partition. 

“We are ready to consider the 
question of a viable (self-support- 
ing) Jewish state,” he declared in 
a departure from ‘his prepared 
text taken as a hint that’ Jewish 
leaders might be inclined to dis- 
cuss partition of Palestine. 

Fishman and Horowitz talked 
of religious and economic phases 
of the Jewish claim. 

Ben-Gurion declared that “we 
are against continuation of the 
mandate whether a British man- 
date or a United Nations man- 
date.” 

“Twenty-seven years ago Eng- 
land undertook, and I beliéve sin- 
cerely undertook, the task of set- 
tling large numbers of Jews in 
Palestine sufficient to build a 
Jewish state,” he asserted, “She 
failed in her task..... 

“What a single mandatory can- 
not do, joint trusteeship will be 
able to do far less. Intensive de- 
velopment and largé-scale immi- 
gration require dynamic adminis- 
tration. An administration 
taking directives from different 
governments can hardly perform 
a task of this nature.” 

Preventing Palestine’s 600,000 
Jews from becoming a majority 
and achieving statehood, Ben- 
Gurion said, would deprive “mil- 
lions of Jews who are still left 
in the world of independence and 
statehood. In no other place can 
they have the desire or prospect 
of attaining statehood.” 

| Views on Arabs. 

He contended that “an Arab 
minority in Palestine, being sur- 
rounded by Arab states, would re- 
main safe in national association 
with their race.” 

“But a Jewish minority in an 
Arab state,” he declared, “even 
with the most ideal paper guaran- 
tee, would mean final extinction 
of Jewish hope, not in Palestine 
alone but for the entire Jewish 
people, for national, equality and 
independence, with all the disas- 
trous consequences so familiar in 
Jewish history... . 

“The fate of the Jewish minor- 
ity in Palestine will not differ 
from the fate of the Jewish 


-minority in any other country ex- 


cept that here it might be much 
worse.” : 
The Arab Higher Executive, 
which is boycotting the U.N. in- 
vestigation of the Palestine proh- 
lem, will hold a conference to- 
morrow in Haifa. Jamal Effendi 
Husseini, the executive’s deputy 
chairman, called the conference 
to study “preservation of Arab 
lands and a boycott of Jewish in- 
dustry, products and services.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., July 5 
(UP)—The United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commissicn will favor a 
quota system to limit each coun- 
try’s atomic activities, a French 
member of the commission report- 


ed yesterday. 

The French delegate, Francois 
de Rose, said the plan would be a 
compromise between United States 
and Russian proposals, 

De Rose, in a speech broadcast 
throughout che world, said the 
commission is leaning toward an 
atomic treaty which would set spe- 
cific quotas for each country sign- 
ing. Thus, he said, every nation 
would know what it is.getting into 
before it joins in the atomic pact. 

Balance of Atomic Powers, 

The quotas ‘would keep big 
powers balanced in atomic affairs, 
yet allow each nation to produce 
all the nuclear fuels‘that could be 
used for peaceful purposes, : 

The Baruch plan for atomic con- 
trol, sponsored by the United 
States, would give an _ interna- 
tional commission authority to or- 
der a country to start or stop any | 
atomic activity. A Soviet proposal 
would allow each government to 
decide what atomie activities it 
should pursue. The only check 
under the Soviet plan would be 
periodic inspections by U.N. per- 
sonnel, who then would report 
publicly -on what each country 
was doing. 

De Rose indicated that delegates 
to the U.N. Atomic Commission 
felt that the Soviet plan was too 
weak, while the American proposal 


In 1939 Bishop Althoff was 
named by Pope Pius XII as an 
assistant to the Pontifical 
Throne.

Its planes downed many 
Japanese aircraft and took part 
in the destruction of 38 enemy 
warships at Kure in July, 1945.

paigns, 

It lanuched drone planes for 
the atom bomb test at Bikini and 
was the first in the fleet to send 
drones into the sktfes, It is a few 
months older than. other active 
earriers in the Pacific fleet.

Prime Minister and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, indorsed the Mar- 
shall plan as a “key” for restoring 
the freedom of Europe. 

Tsaldaris, who arrived Thursday 
to consult the Greek delegation to 
the United Nations on that coun- 
try’s case before the Security 
Council, attacked the opponents of 
the Marshal! plan for European 
reconstruction as those who did 
not want Europe governed for the 
benefit of its people. 

“It is well understood by the 
plain people of Europe that this 
plan is intended for the benefit of 
the whole of Europe,” he said in 
a press conference yesterday. “The 
specious charges of interference 
with sovereignty of European na- 
tions do not come from those who 
sincerely want Europe to be gov- 
erned by Europeans for the bene- 
fit of the people o: Europe.”

IDING into New York City 
R eariy yesterday morning on a 

very slow train, I had ample 
opportunity to read the whole of 
Mr. Molotov’s statement at the 
conference of foreign ministers in 
Paris. I had already read Secre- 
tary Marshall’s speech replying to 
the Soviet charges of imperialism. 

I must say, after reading Mr. 
Molotov’s statement, that I was 
very much saddened. The exam- 
ples which he used as to what the 
United States, or the committee 
setup, might demand, were utter- 
ly foolish. When you are lending 
your money, even to a private in- 
dividual, you like to know the 
exact conditions which exist, and 
you wish to have at least a sug- 
gestion of the way in which the 
money will be used, If you ap- 
prove of the plan, you take the 
risk, ‘ 
Lending money is a risk, and it 
would show very little interest on 
our part if we did not make some 
inquiries into the situation and 
the future plans. This is especially 
important where it seems probable 
that money alone will not fully 
meet the situation, and that we 
might be asked in addition to pro- 
vide skilled technicians and work- 
ers on various levels. That does 
not mean that we want to control 
the internal situation in other 
countries, They are free to re- 
fuse a loan. If they take it, it is 
reasonable that they give a certain 
amount of information, 

Mr. Molotov knows as well as 
anyone else that we have no desire 
to control the economic plans of 
any nation or to take away their 
sovereignty. We have never tried 
to infiltrate in Russia and set: up 
a party against the government. 
The Soviet Government might well 
say that they would not permit 
that, but they are always rather 
annoyed when we complain about

West opened the diamond queen 
and declarer was in for a rude 
shock when East ruffed away 
dummy’s king. The worst, how- 
ever, was yet to come! East's 
heart return was ruffed by West, 
and East then killed the diamond 
ace on another ruff. Declarer 
managed to take the rest of the 
tricks through a squeeze, but, as 
solace, this was rather unsatisfac- 
tory, since the opponents had alk- 
ready collected 200 points. 


Admittedly, it was imposible 
for North and South to realize 
that they would run into such 
fantastic distribution, but the fact 
remains that their bidding could 
have been greatly improved. After 
all, North should have known that 
with such an enormous honor 
count in his own hand, and with 
his partner opening the bidding as 
well as rebidding, the opponents 
could not have more than one 
trick in top cards, and therefore 
the only factor that could justify 
their two bids was very freak- 
ish distribution. The moment 
South rebid his clubs freely, North 
should have visualized at least 
twelve top tricks, and to guard 
against the very possibility that 
the opening lead might be ruffed, 
North should have chosen a no 
trump contract, Six no trump 
would have been conservative 
enough, and if North felt ambi- 
tious, and if he was strong in the 
play of the cards, he might well 
have tried seven no trump. The 
latter contract could have been 
made on a double squeeze unless 
East made the remarkable open- 
ing of a spade.

Mr, Molotov! in re 
fusing to join the rest of Europe, 
is creating the very thing he says 
he fears, which is division in- 
stead of co-operation.
